Governor Hoffman’s name was 
brought back into the forefront of 
the Hauptmann developments by the 
report he had promised the convicted 
man he would not die in the chair. 
Edward J. McNamara, a death house 
inmate, was quoted by the New York 
Evening Post as telling of the promise 
to a friend who visited him. 

The visitor had remarked Haupt- 
mann was certain to be executed, the 
paper said, and McNamara answer- 
ed, “You’re wrong there. Governor 
Hoffman was in here a short time 
ago to see Bruno and gave him his 
word he would not die in the electric 
chair for the crime.” 

Denies Promises, 
_Governor Hoffman was in New 
York and could not be reached, but 
on previous occasions he has repeated 
that he promised Hauptmann nothing 
and offered him nothing during. the 
death house visit. The governor, 
alone, can save no one from the chair. 
Clemency. must come from the court 
of pardons and the governor is only 
one of its eight members. For clem- 
ency Hauptmann would have to ob- 
tain five of its eight votes. 

Another minor flurry in the day's 
events was the published report that 
Joseph Schaz, extradited here from 
Dallas, Texas, on a six-year-old rob- 
bery charge, was in reality a “secret 
witness” in the Hauptmann-Lindbergh 
case. The prosecutor's office ridicul- 
ed the reports. 

The next move in the fight to save 
Hauptmann will be discussed Monday 
when his attorneys confer.

Il 
do not feel that any man should work 
for the city for nothing as Pendley 
has agreed to do.”

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New Deal Hits Attackers of AAA © 
In Brief Filed With High Court 


Government Defends Amendments Anew as Barrier to 
Possible Enrichment of a Small Class of Private Citi- 
zens at the Expense of a Vastly Larger One. 


WASHINGTON, Dec: 14.—(?)— 
The government defended the AAA 


amendments today as barring the pos- 
sible “unjust enrichment of a small 


class of private citizens at the ex- 
pense of a vastly larger class.” 

Its brief, filed with the supreme 
court prior to oral arguments on the 
law’s constitutionality Monday in a 
case brought by Louisiana rice mill- 
ers, identified the smaller group as 
processors of agricultural commodities, 
and the larger class as “producers and 
consumers.” 

The government also gave statistics 
which it said “strongly indicate” that 
rice processing taxes “were actually 
in part taken out of the producer and 
in part passed on to the consumer.” 

The amended act provides that proc- 
essors, before they can recover any 
money in the event the levies are held 
invalid, must prove the amount had 
not been collected from others. 

Another brief was filed today in 
connection with arguments next Thurs- 
day on validity of the Tennessee Val- 
ley act. The Chemical Bank & Trust 
Company, of New York, trustee on 
two mortgages of the Alabama Power 
Company, urged that the legislation 
be declared invalid. 

It contended the contract for sale 
of Alabama Power Company trans- 
mission lines to TVA was for a sum 
“equivalent to approximately 60 per 
cent of the bare replacement value and 
the transfer was in furtherance of an 
objective which meant disintegration 
of the mortgaged property, and was 
in furtherance of an illegal program.” 

The eight Louisiana rice millers are 
seeking a permanent injunction 
against processing taxes assessed un- 
der the amended farm act. The court 
recently granted a temporary injunc- 
tion pending final settlement of the 
dispute. 

Last Monday and Tuesday the court 
heard the pros and cons of the origin- 
al farm act discussed in a case brought 
by the Hoosae Mills Corporation, of 
Massachusetts. Receivers for this 
firm attacked taxes imposed before 
the act was amended last August in 
a congressional attempt to meet any 
objection that there had been im- 
proper delegation of power in the 
original legislation. 

Both the district court and the cir- 
cuit court of appeals at New Orleans 
refused the rice millers temporary in-

junctions on the ground that the mill- 
ers should first pay taxes and then 
bring suits to recover the money. They 
held the court had no jurisdiction to 
grant injunctive relief. 

Much of the government’s brief 
consisted of repetition of arguments 
advanced in the Hoosac Mills case 
that the legislation was intended to 
promote the general welfare and con- 
stituted a “valid exercise by congress 
of its taxing and fiscal powers.” 


PLAY CHILDREN’S HOUR 


IS BANNED IN BOSTON 


BOSTON, Dec. 14.—(4#)—The play, 
“The Children’s Hour,” which was 
to open here January 6 after a run of 
a year and two months in New York 
city, was banned in Boston today by 
Mayor Frederick W. Mansfield. 

The mavor acted after receiving the 
report of H. L. McNary, city censor, 
who saw the play in New York, and 
said he was “unalterably opposed” to 
its production here. He described it 
as “unfit” for publie presentation. 

The play, written by Lillian Hell- 
man, recounts the tribulations of two 


teachers in a private school for girls, | 


where the students spread untruthful 
stories about the teachers — because 
they resented discipline. 

Although in the last act the teach- 
ers are cleared, one of them commits 
suicide from mental anguish.

On 100 acres you can produce 15;400 
pounds of seed cotton. The cost of 
production will be from 30 to 48 cents 
for each 33 pounds. The actual sale 
price for this seed cotton is from $1 
to $1.50 for each 33 pounds. Profit 
for 100 acres is from $240 to $420.

How this statement of the secretary 
of agriculture for this Brazilian state 
compares with cotton production in 
our southland is evident. It is suffi- 
cient to say that this country where 
labor and land is plentiful and cheap 


is going after the cotton market with | 


a zeal.that is not found in their 
other agricultural pursuits, coffee in- 
cluded. 


Out on the station platform in this 
village there are two new John Deere 
plows along with other freight that 
includes several barrels marked with 
the familiar stamp of Standard Oil.

Unrestricted Cotton Production 
Is Now Thing of Past, Says Cobb 


Necessity Will Compel Some Sort of Control, Whatever 
Fate of Law, Says Divisional Director of 
AAA, in Atlanta. 


Unrestricted cotton production in 
the United States is a thing of the 
past, regardless of the fate of pres- 


ent agricultural control legislation, ac- 
cording to Cully A. Cobb, director of 
the cotton division of the AAA. 

The Cobb statement came yesterday 
as the climax of a two-day Atlanta 
conference of cotton producers during 
which benefits of the AAA to cotton 
growers and other agricultural inter- 
ests were studied, 

Cobb pointed to “wholehearted sup- 
port” of farmers for the agricultural 
program, which has “resulted to the 
most prosperous year since the advent 
of the depression.” 

“T believe the day of unrestricted 
cotton production in the United States 
is past,’ Cobb said when asked 
about what effect an adverse decision 
by the United States supreme court 
would have on control of the south’s 
most staple product. 

“IT mean by this that uncontrolled 
cotton production would give us a 
very different picture from that which 
we are now facing, with the whole- 
some prosperity which now greets us 
in every line of business. Even if 
the Jaw were abrogated in its en- 
tirety, stark necessity would force us 
again to some control of production. 
It is the only salvation for the farmer 
and for other allied businesses.” 

Studying Situation. 

In reviewing the Atlanta conference, 
Cobb asserted he and producers have 
been studying the cotton situation. 

“We have been studying the pro- 
gram for next year and for the next 
four years, at the end of which time 
we propose that a normal excess in 
production shall have been reached, 
Cobb said. “We have been conducting 
a kind of laboratory here, to find out 
just where we stand in this matter, 
and we think we are on the right 
track. F 

“When AAA began operation, we 
had an excess over the normal carry 
over of 9,000,000 bales of cotton. We 
propose to absorb all but 2,000,000 of 
that extra excess by 1936. ;

SAFER DRIVING RULES 
ARE URGED IN SOUTH 


Officials Maintain Learning 
Is Greatest Factor in Com- 
bating Auto Fatalities. 


RICHMOND, Va., Dec. 14.—(/)— 
Highway officials of the south, while 
tightening law enforcement against 
careless and reckless driving, have 
chosen education as their chief weapon 
to combat death on the road. 

Their opinions, a survey indicated 
today, largely coincide with the re- 
cently published contention of John Q. 
Rhodes Jr., Virginia’s Motor Vehicles 
Division, that accidents arise from a 
multiplicity of causes and can be re- 
duced only by a long-range campaign 
of enforcement, engineering and educa- 


tion. 

Paul H. Doyal, chairman of the 
Georgia State Revenue Commission, in 
charge of motor vehicle registration, 
maintains that “education by print 
and radio and word of mouth is the 
biggest single factor in reducing fa- 
talities and accidents. It’s a serious 
problem, the only solution of which 
lies in teaching the motorist that safe 
driving pays.” 

Uniform Traffic Rules. 

The Georgian also believes uniform 
traffic rules in all states would help 
reduce the number of accidents by 
enabling motorists to know driving 
regulations wherever they go. 

R. Ward, acting chief of high- 
way law enforcement in South Caro- 
lina, reveals that his state is trying 
to train its future drivers to be more 
competent than those of the present. 
The legislature last year authorized 
dissemination of safety information 
and directed it be taught in the 
schools. 

Ward and the state education de- 
partment are collaborating on material 
for classroom use, including safe driv- 
ing and safe walking instructions. One 
patrolman ig organizing school-boy 
patrols to guard children against ac- 
cidents as pedestrians. Other patrol- 
men are available for lectures before 
civic organizations, 

Educational Campaign. 

In Alabama, Governor Bibb Graves 
has appointed Lawrence Tipton, state 
safety director, with the duties of lec- 
turing, conducting safety drives and 
organizing other educational cam- 
paigns. The state’s highway patrol, 
authorized by the 1935 legislature, is 
nearing full strength in personnel and 
motorized equipment. Chief Walter 
K. McAdory looks to the new driver’s 
license law to aid enforcement.

Cruelty is a great asset in the prize ring. 

The prize ring isn’t a place for niceties. It is a place where 
two men are engaged in the business of seeing which one can 
hurt the other the most and the quickest. 

There is no need trying to make a pretty picture of the 
prize ring fights—I mean the fights—not the boxing matches. 
They are not pretty, unless there is a beauty in the creation of 
an emotion or the beauty of trained bodies and minds in a fight. 
There is a certain beauty there, but itis not an aesthetic beauty. 

It is a place for cruelty and the cruel fighters seem 

to do better in there. 

Jack Dempsey, when he came charging out, bearded and 
snarling, to cut Jess Willard to pieces in Toledo 16 years ago, 
was merciless and intent only on annihilating the man in front 
of him. Later he became softer, But he was not soft when 


‘he beat Willard. 


And that is why this young colored boy, Joe Louis, 

is a great fighter. He can punch and box. And there 

is that other quality. 

Outside the ring, he may be good to his mother and he 
may—as I am sure he does—refrain from drinking or smoking 
and adhere to a strict, Spartan code. 

But once in the ring, he is cruel as Dempsey was 
cruel. He stalks his opponent and the idea is to knock 

his opponent out as soon as possible.

Star Panther Ground- 
Gainer Gets First 
Touchdown of Year. 


LOS ANGELES, Dec. 14.—(P— 
Pittsburgh had Hub Randour on its 
side today and his presence meant 
the football game won by the Pan- 
thers from the University of Southern 
California, 12 to 7. 

The fleet back scored his first touch- 
down of the season after he had rained 
more than 750 yards this fall without 
crossing the goal line. The halfback 
was a constant threat.

Pitt, too, had its chances, but could 
capitalize on only two. Pittsburgh 
scored the first touchdown of the 
game in the middle of the first period 
when Frank Souchak intercepted a 
pass in midfield. He found himself 
surrounded evenly by a mass of Tro- 
jans and tossed the ball to Paul Shaw, 
who struggled a few more yards to 
Southern California’s 9-yard line.

MANY COLLEGES 


ET GRID STARS 
OF CALIFORNIA 


Home Folks Wonder Why 
Native Products Go 
to Other States. 


By Paul Zimmerman. 


LOS ANGELES, Dec. 14.—(4)— 
California contributes college gridiron 
talent to many states, and home 
coaches wonder why. 


A survey showed almost a hundred 
former high school athletes of the 
commonwealth sought football fame in 
more than a score of institutions out- 
side the state in 1835. 

Naturally, the situation set athletie 
authorities of California’s intersec- 
tionally harassed colleges to wonder- 
ing how they could mend the state's 
prep school fences. 


While the northwest, as in other 
years, led the list with most of these 
migratory gridsters, those who grabbed 
the headlines were the ones who tray- 
eled farthest afield. 

Heading this array were Bill Shu- 
ler, of El Monte, Cal., captain and 
All-American end at Army. Rivers 
J. Morell, a guard from Los Angeles 
High school, searcely remembered as 
a freshman player at Southern -Cali- 
fornia. is captain-elect of Navy. Ray 
Hapes, a Santa Ana youth, led the 
scoring in the Southeast conference 
for Mississippi. 

Others of prominence were Ed God- 
dard, all-coast quarterback at Wash- 
ington State; Wayne Valley, Oregon 
State fullback; Ray Lopez, a fast- 
stepping half at Oregon; Jerry Roscoe, 
quarterback at Yale, Dave Zabriski, 
guard with Navy, and Hugh MacMil- 
lan, end at Princeton. 

» Besides Princeton, Yale, Army and 
Navy in the east, Temple, West Vir- 
ginia and Providence had Californians 
on their varsity rosters and Dart- 
mouth has a promising freshman or 
two. In the middlewest Chicago prof- 
ited most with half a. dozen Golden 
State squad members but Cincinnati 
and Drake, among others, were on the 
list.

DIVERSIFY CROPS 
AS RESULT OF AAA 


Varied Program Causes 
Enough Wheat = and 
Oats for Home Use To 
Be Grown, Agent Says. 


JEFFERSON, Ga., Dec. 14.—() 
Viewing the agricultural picture as a 
whole. Farm Agent J. W. Jackson 
says Jackson county has “benefited 
by the New Deal.” 

As result of the AAA program, he 
says Jackson county farmers have 
planted enough wheat and oats to sup- 
ply home needs, where before the AAA 
“they were in the habit of buying 
their food and feed crops and raising 
cotton.” 

“This has been changed,” comment- 
ed Jackson. 

“The largest acreage of grain in 
the county’s history has been planted, 
erosion control program 
will soon be inaugurated. The hog 
be next year, will meet home needs.’ 

Jackson county farmers, the agent 
said, “point with pride’ to the fact 
they are planting 75 per cent 
of the cotton grown from one variety 
of seed—‘‘farm relief.” 

“As a result,” he said, “our farm- 


‘ers have received an average of 11 3-4 
cents per pound for cotton raised in 


the county. Buyers from many sec- 
tions seek the staples raised in Jack- 
son.” | 

Discussing soil rebuilding factors, 
Jackson said: 

‘They call lespedeza a lazy man’s 
crop. It has been one of the most suc- 
cessful crops introduced in Jackson 
county this year, used as a source of 
hay and soil improvement. All the 
farmers will use it again in 1936.’ 

“In all,” said the agent, “Jackson 
county has benefited by the New Deal. 
The people are paying their taxes, 
interest on their mortgages and re- 
tiring some of their mortgages from 
tunds they are receiving from cotton 
and other cash crops, in addition to 


'the rental benefit checks they receive 


from the AAA,’ 

In addition to the diversified farm 
program, more than 13,000 bales of 
cotton have already been ginned in the 
county this year, which will bring 
the farmers a large sum of money— 
approximately three-quarters of 
million dollars—or $750,000.

OLD POLITICAL PARTIES 
DEFIED BY TOWNSEND 


Doctor Says His Party Is 
Now in Position To Domi- 
nate U.S. and Dictate 
Its Policies. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—(UP) 
Dr. Francis E. Townsend tonight chal- 
lenged national political circles with 
the assertion: that his $200-a-month 
pension party now is in a position to 
dominate the Amefican government 
and dictate its policies. ° 

The tall gray-haired doctor, who has 
become a political phenomenon such 
as the nation has not seen in years, 
said his organization intended to put 
a complete third party ticket in next 
year’s elections, in defiance of old-line 
democrats and republicans, even of 
those who favor his program. . 

“If they won't desert their own 
parties, we don’t want them,” he said. 
“We are through with the two regular 
parties, unless they show a sudden 
‘and immediate change of heart. 
| “The republicans and the democrats 


(have programs for their own parties 
‘and the people are becoming tired of 
‘their vague promises. We have a 
national program for the benefit of 
the people; the old-line parties 
|have a program for themselves.” 

The doctor said that his followers 
had been “laying low” these many 
months, while the Townsend clubs” 
snowballed all over the country.” 

“We wanted to steal a march until 
we could assume a dictatorial atti- 
tude,” he said. “Now we are 86 
strong we can dictate and we shall 
‘have a full slate in the 1936 cam- 
| paigns, 

“T am predicting that by next fall 

(there won't be half a dozen congress- 
‘men who have a chance to return un- 
‘less they cease being republicans and 
demoerats, and get behind our move- 
ment.” 
Dr. Townsend, wearing his small 
“Hitler mustache” and a- vivid red 
necktie, spoke in an interview with 
'the United Press at the Washington 
office of the Townsend Weekly. He 
‘was in the midst of preparing the 
copy for next week's issue. 

Half a dozen girls were busy open- 
‘ing subscription orders and_ piling 
upon a mahogany table dollar bills, 
money orders, personal checks and 
blocks of 3-cent stamps which had 
‘been mailed hy contributors. 
| The doctor’s words were received in 
silence by the democratie and repub- 
lican high commands. A democratic 
spokesman who refused to be quoted 
said, “our attitude is one of refusing 
to answer anything the doctor says. 
We don’t intend to give him that 
satisfaction.” 

A similarly anonymous republican 
added: 

“We have no intention of doing 
any tilting with a windmill.” 
| These sallies did not worry Dr. 
| Townsend, who said that his followers 
‘had increased “nhenomenally” in the 
‘face of all attacks. 

“Next year’s elections will provide 
the answer,” he said. “The repub- 
licans and the democrats will see 
_then how the people feel.” 
| He said that the high command in 
his group had not yet decided who 
would be given the presidential nom- 
nation and that it “really doesn't 
'make much difference.”

Public Works Program Response 
Seen as [ndication of Prosperity 


J. Houstoun Johnston, acting state 
PWA director, said yesterday the re- 
sponse of Georgians to the 1935 pub- 
lic works program is a “definite in- 
dication of improved financial condi- 
tions of the people.” 

All of the state’s projects approved 
in Washington under the program, he 
snid in-a prepared statement, have 
been brought under President Roose- 
velt’s December 15 deadline for bid 
openings. 

Improved conditions were noted by 
the PWA head “particularly in the 
rural sectipns from which a_ very 
large percentage of our applications 
came.”’ 

As of September 6, he said, 290 
project applications were filed in his 
office backed by bonds or cash cover- 
ing 55 per cent of the estimated cost. 

Allotments Made. 


Of this number, allotments have 
been made in Washington for 141 
projects in 83 counties for a total 
amount of $3,822,000 representing a 
grant of 45 per cent of the total esti- 
mated cost of $8,493,000. 

Johnston compared this with the 
1938 program. 


“In 1933, when the PWA program 
was initiated,” he said, “there were 
only 24 counties qualified for the 42 
projects actually constructed. 

“The 290 applications received in 
connection with the present program 
were sent in from 108 of the 159 
counties in Georgia.’’ 

When the 1935 program was start- 
ed, he said, there was “considerable 
doubt” as to whether contractors with 
financial strength and equipment could 
be found in sufficient numbers to com- 
pete. 

To Readvertise Few. 

“We have received bids from re- 
liable contractors within the allot- 
ment set aside for practically every 
project,” he added, saying it will be 
necessary to readvertise only a few 
of the projects.

BY SILVER TENSION 


NEW YORK, Dec. 14.—(”)—Nerv- 
ousness over the silver situation had 
an apparently sympathetic influence 
on some of the metals last week.

To Further Vocational Work Urged 


After adopting a comprehensive 
program for the furtherance of voca- 
tional education and guidance in 
every type of school and college in 
which negroes are enrolled as well 
as in the commercial and industrial 
fields in which they may have a part, 
the first national conference ever to 
he held on this phase of negro educa- 
tion adjourned at Atlanta University 
yesterday morning. ‘The conference, 
conducted under the direction of the 
National Occupational Conference, of 
which Dr. Franklin J. Keller, of 
New York, is director, was attended 
during the week by mére than 200 
educators, personnel workers in in- 
dustry, employers of labor, and gov- 
ernment officers. 

Because more than half the negroes 
in this country live on farms, the 
possibility of the rural school in train- 
ing youth and guiding -them to the 
vocations for which they are _ best 
fitted was given consideration. Yes-

It 
is to the holding company scheme that 
we owe much of our rapid economic 
progress, our standard of living, and 
vreat financial atrength which ex- 
ceeds that of any nation in the world.

MENINGITIS EPIDEMIC 
GRIPS COUNTY IN WEST 


_ HOBART, Okla., Dec. 14.—(UP 
Virtually every activity of the 30000 
residents of Kiowa county was gov- 
erned by a doctor’s prescription to- 
night aS a mass quarantine was im- 
posed by state authorities in an ef- 
fort to halt an epidemic of spinal 
meningitis. 

Two additional cases of the dread 
disease which caused sudden death 
was found today, one at Cold Springs 
and one at Snyder. This brought to 
nine the number of known cases. 

_ Physicians have diagnosed posi- 
tively one of the 10 fatal cases in the 
county during the past three weeks as 
spinal meningitis. They attribute the 
nine other deaths to this malady. 

To halt the epidemic Dr. C. H. 
Pearce, state health officer, ordered 
the mass quarantine, medical science’s 
most. drastic weapon. 

As a result of the stringent rules 
Hobart and other Kiowa county towns 
resembled deserted villages. No more 
than three persons could congregate 
at one place within the county. The 
only drug and grocery stores and es- 
tablishments rendering essential’ sery- 
ices were Open. These were manned 
by skeleton staffs and their activities 
restricted in such manner as to pre- 
vent assembly of more than three 
Persons. 


Ban on Gasoline. 
_ One had to have a doctor’s prescrip- 
tion to buy a gallon of gasoline. The 
ban on gasoline was designed to cut 
down. traffic. Through transit was 
not hindered and buses and trains op 
erated on regular schedules. 

W orshippers will have to be content 
Sunday in hearing sermons over the 
radio. All churches have been closed. 
The town’s only daily newspaper, the 
Democrat-Chief, suspended publication 
for duration of the quarantine. 

Merchants gave health authorities 
full co-operation. The quarantine 
stalemated a thriving Christmas buy- 
ing rush. 

One hardware store advertised in 
the last edition of the local paper that 
1t would deliver any article anybody 
saw in its show window and telephoned 
for. Barber shops. were allowed to 
admit one person at a time. The 
barber was obliged to go to the door 
and shout “next” to. the prospective 
customer shivering in the cold. 

Cafes Restricted. 

Restaurants could admit as many 
as two persons at a time but they 
were required to eat at opposite sides 
of the building and leave as soon as 
finished. 

Occasionally two or three window 
shoppers would stop in front of a 
store window, take down the number 
of an item and then move on to a 
telephone to give a purchase otder to 
the solitary clerk in the store. 

Dr. Pearce conferred with Dr. J. 
L. Adams, Kiowa county health of- 
ficer, and other authorities this after- 
noon. .They discussed whether the 
north end of the county, including 
the towns of Hobart, Lone Wolf and 
Mountain View, would be permitted 
to resume business and go from under 
the quarantine Monday. When the 
quarantine was imposed it was for a 
period of five days. Dr. Adame said 
he believed it should be retained for 
an indefinite period. 

Physicians hoped that within five 
days, the period of incubation of the 
spinal meningitis germ, those that 
have been infected could be diagnosed. 
They planned to use serum which us- 
ually cuts the mortality rate from a 
heavy majority to about 30 per cent. 

The outbreak was the most serious 
in the midwest since the world war 
when scores of soldiers died in train- 
ing camps. In recent months tran-

THE LESSON OF HISTORY, 


Following the recent visit to Japan of the party of American gov- 
ernment officials, members of congress and distinguished editors, a 
special edition of the Grant Gazette, ship’s newspaper of the President 
Grant on which the party proceeding to the inauguration of the new 
Philippine government, was issued. 

Featured in the publication were editorials by Clark Howell, editor 
of The Constitution, and William Allen White, editor of the Emporia 
(Kan.) Gazette, they having been delegated as the head of the edi- 
torial board of what is probably the most ambitious newspaper ever 
prepared in mid-ocean. 

In his editorial Mr. Howell discusses the forthcoming launching of 
the new Philippine commonwealth. It is as follows: 


BY CLARK HOWELL, 


Editor, Atlanta Constitution. : 

It is so seldom that a new country enters the realm of the nations 
of the world, that the event becomes one of unusual significance. 

And it is fortunate for the Philippines that the inauguration of the 
new government is under conditions that are peculiarly auspicious. 

Participating in the ceremonies are the vice president of the United 
States, the speaker of the house of representatives, leaders of both parties 
in our congress and as fine a representation of both the house and the 
senate as ever gathered outside of Washington. 

They come overflowing with good wishes and with the hope that the 
new government will justify the confidence that has offered freedom to a 
people who, knowing what it means, have never enjoyed its blessings. 

I stood, once, in the palace of the Philips near Madrid, and from the 
windows of the escorial looked out upon the vast expanse over which, 
reaching around the world, the mandates of the emperors dictated, in 
| large measure, the control of much of the universe. The death room 
of Philip II adjoined a vast chapel, and from an aperture overlooking the 
great organ, the chants of the monks and the mellow music of the choir 
solaced the dying monarch, as his soul left for the Great Beyond. 

And I wondered what would have become of his vast earthly posses- 
sions if, instead of pursuing a policy of persecution and proscription, he 
had been moved by the spirit that must have shaken his conscience in 
the Divine melody that sung him to his last sleep. 

An empire ruled by fear, and the dominating dictate of which was to 
bleed the suffering humanity held to his flag by the lash, that his coffers 
might be the more enriched. 

And now, all of those possessions in the New World gone! 
America, Mexico, the Caribbeans—and the Philippines! 

And all might have been saved by a policy of fair play, by humane 
administration, and by the application of the doctrine of the Golden Rule, 

How different our administration of the Philippines has beén! 

First teaching their people how to walk toward freedom, we promised 
that they should have it as soon as they were ready to assume its 
obligations. 

When they said the time had come, we did what no other country in 
the world ever did with so rich a possession—giving them their freedom, 
reserving only the right to keep our arms under the shoulders of the 
infant republic until it demonstrated the fact that it was strong enough 


to walk alone! 
And in the effort, it will have the abiding encouragement of our 


people. 

The path may not always be smooth. Political differences and selfish 
interests may throw obstacles in the way of the toddling infant, but if, 
despite them, there is implanted in the soul of the people the deter- 
mined patriotism and the spirit of sacrifice that glorified Washington as 
he led the tattered and footsore armies of our own new freedom from 
Valley Forge to Yorktown, then all will be well, and the midnight call 
of every crier in the new commonwealth may well be: “God Save the 


Republic.” 
But the test will be with the people themselves. If they succeed, 


they will have achieved a victory that will crown them with glory; if 
they fail, it will be their own fault! 
Never was patriotism put to a sterner test!

Kelly points out that 
heen fortified three times: 
in prehistoric times, in the co- 
lonial period, and once during the 
Civil War. Relics from each age are 
unearthed.

Dr. Kelly, tall. scholarly archaeolo- 
gist. who is said to have turned down 
professorships in several universities 
to complete excavations at Ocmulgee. 
His re hare heen so complete 
and precise it is said the mounds 
conid be rebuilt exactly as they were 
before operations began. 
Furthermore, when relics are found, 
they are treated with preservatire 
fluids and in museum - storage. 
Many are kept in the laboratories lo- 
eated at the Wesleyan Conservatory, 
where they are repaired. cleaned, sort- 
ed and labelled for study. 
Cultivated Field Found. 
In building the rectangular Mound 
which originally was flat-topped, 
with ramped sides, Indians accidental- 
ly preserved a corn. or maize, field 
which was there before the mound 
was built. This field. since it is the 
only perfect prehistoric -cultivated 
field ever fourff, is probably the most 
‘n'eresting discovery thus far. 
It is perhaps the most valuable, too, 
reveals the fact that the red 
planted corn rows Hereto- 
archaeologists have found that 
er planted ce in hillecks Dr.

Workmen cut the mound in vertical 
strips 2 1-2 feet wide. the strips be 
ing cut consecutively from a base line 
well outside the mound. They care- 
fully studied the structure of the 
earth. Every object was catalogued, 
regardless of how small it was or 
seemingly insignificant.

Prehistoric Apartment Houses. 

Recent excavations also have reveal- 
ed the underground ‘“pit-houses, 
whieh form a rough semi-circle around 
the council house. These houses were 
found to he from six to 10 feet below 
the surface. They vary greatiy in 
size, though apparently many were 
connected, making veritable apartment 
houses. 

In addition, there also has been 
found what is believed to be the fort 
or stockade of a prehistoric trading 
post. This fort is on the plateau 
between mounds A and D. A cross- 
section of the earth, revealed by one 
of the numerous trenches. show dif- 
ferent layers of soil. There may be 
clay at the top, for instance, with 
a richer soil beneath, then a sandy 
soil above another layer of rich loam. 

Method of Excavation. 

Finding-that the sandy layer was 
the result of decayed wood, let us 
say, the men dug along the layer, from 
the top.

A more 
accurate final result is thus made pos- 
sible. 
Millions Are Undecided. 

Opinions of those who voted for 
Roosevelt and those for Hoover have 
been tabulated separately. How this 
opinion is divided in the four princi- 
pal areas of the country is indicated 
in the table below. The column on 
the extreme right of the table shows 
the results if these percentages are 
applied to the Roosevelt vote of 22,- 
$21,857 in 19382 and the Hoover vote 
of 16,761,841. It appears that the 
New Deal has retained between 50 
and 60 per cent of its support in the 
east and middle west, but that it is 
stronger in the south and far west. 

The large percentage of people who 
are undecided is highly. significant. 
It will be interesting to see how this 
opinion is crystallized as the campaign 
progresses, with issues becoming more 
clearly defined and the contest taking 
on a more personal aspect after the 
selection of presidential candidates. 


INTERESTING COMPARISONS 
IN NATION-WIDE POLLS 

Comparison of the results of polls 
made by “America Speaks” and “Poil- 
ing America” on the New Deal and 
popularity of President Roosevelt are 
interesting although they vary to some 
extent, due to differences in. the quee- 
tions asked. In October “America 
Speaks” asked if the New Deal was 
spending too much money. Sixty per 
cent said “too much;” 9 per cent said 
“too little.” 31 per cent said ‘about 
right.” However, in November 
“America Speaks’ asked if those poll- 
ed would vote for President Roosevelt 
or a republican candidate; 53 per cent 
were for the President, and 47 per 
cent for the republican candidate. 

Today “Polling America” reports re- 
sults on the question: “Are you in 
favor of, or opposed to the New Deal?’ 
In answering that question 43 per cent 
are reported as favoring the New 
Deal, 38 per cent are against it, and 
19 per cent are undecided. “Polling 
America” also reports that 63.2 per 
cent of democrats favear the New Deal, 
19 per cent are against it, and 17.8 
per cent are undecided. Republicans 
stand 14.4 per cent in favor of the 
New Deal, 66.4 per cent oppose it, 
and 19.2 per cent are undecided.

In his recent New York speech he 
made the statement: “Roosevelt igs 
not a democrar.”’ 

He was right or he was wrong. 
Which? It is a simple matter The 
democratic party adopted a platform 
at its Chicago convention in 1932: 
upon that platform Mr. Roosevelt was 
nominated; his acceptance was a 
pledge to support the principles of 
the platform. If he has kept that 
pledge and has supported the princi- 
ples of that platform, then he is a 
democrat, and the Governor's state- 
ment shonld be repudiated. On the 
other hand, if the President has not 
kept his pledge, if he has not sup- 
ported the principles of the demo- 
eratic platform, then he is not a demo- 
erat, and the. party, instead of villify- 
ing Governor Talmadge, should thank 
him for calling attention to the fact. 

I take no part in the clamor. but 
I do insist that decent fairness ought 
to prevail.

Formwalt Reports. 

M. F. Coleman, assistant superin- 
tendent of Atlanta public schools, 
spoke at the Formwalt P.-T. A. dad- 
dies’ meeting held Tuesday. He 
stressed the importance of children 
growing up in the proper kind of 
eommiunity. He told of the various 
commiunities—the immediate 
school community, the comunity of the 
city at large, and the whole world as 
acommunity. Mr. Chapman said that 
even though there were a great many 
forces working against the individual, 
such the wrong kind of publicity 
over the radio and in the newspapers, 
an individual eould make his com- 
munity a better place in which = to 
live if he so desired. He cited in- 
eidents out of the past and of the 
present to illustrate his point, 

Mr. Coleman. said that parents 
mist nee their influence to see that 
there are educative factors of the right 
kind that will work for good in the 
training of the children of the com 
munity. He also said that boys and 
girls particularly needed wide, open 
places and attractive plyagrounds if 
they are to he worthy citizens of to- 
dav and tomorrow.

REMONITORY of what we may soon 

expect is the number of films of Orien- 

tal flavor that are now preparing in 
Hollywood. “Good Earth” was a harbinger, 
but although the cameras are not yet turn- 
ing on it, the cycle has already begun. First 
there was “Limehouse Blues,” then “The 
Painted Veil’—then the deluge, and auguries 
of fortune for players from the dragon king- 
dom. 


Some have been in Hollywood a long while. 
The lotus-faced beauty, Anna May Wong, 
is a fixed star in the movie heaven—but a 
restless voyager on earth, versatile and poly- 
glot. Glasgow music hall goers who listen 
to her sing, four or five times a year, refer 
to her as a “bonnie lassie,’ and for encore 
She obliges them with a ballad in rich Scot- 
tish diction and burr. She will appear in a 
Schnitzler playlet in Vienna, speaking in 
the patois of that fun-loving city; and again 
in Paris, delighting the sharp-eared with 
her command of the slang of Montmartre 
and the night clubs. Her home is still in 
Hollywood, but she comes to it not often, 
and then something like a visiting celebrity 
of the first rank. 


All of which, to the discerning, is proof 
that Cine® film plays, while becoming popu- 
lar, have not yet made a conquest of the 
screen. When that eventuality comes about, 
the steamship lines will lose Miss Wong's 
patronage, and she will stay closer to her 
hearth. 


Meanwhile, two extraordinary young 
Chinese players have lifted themselves to 
popular state. They are Keye Luke, who has 
been acting in Charlie Chan plays, with 
Peter Lorre in “Mad Love” and in “The 
Painted Veil” with Greta Garbo; and Miss 
Soo Yong, who is now acting the part of 
the maid in Mae West’s “Klondike Lou.” 


They are significant. They are a clean 
break-away from the Chinese players whose 
tradition has lasted 2,000 years, and whose 
most famous exponent today is Mei Lan- 
Fang, the idol of five million Chinese and 
Japanese playgoers. They are modern, they 
are steeped in the western idiom and style, 
we might even say as thoroughly “Amer- 
icanized” as the American-born Miss Wong, 
but nearer to the Chinese spirit than she, 
for they are Cantonese both.

Keye doesn’t, he 
keeps in the thick of the doings, watches 
the performance of the others, watches the 
camera-work, the adjustment of lights, the 
recording of sound and the highly intricate 
and technical work that is. nine-tenths¢of the 
art of making a picture. 


He draws and paints more than ever. He 
dances and plays tennis. He is an adept in 
the elaborate art of the Chinese cuisine. He 
studies music and languages. The more 
knowledge you have, he beheves, the better 
you are at the task of acting. 


“There is a Chinese parable that tells of 
Chu P’ing Man,” he says, “whose ambition 
it was to become an expert in the art of 
Slaughtering dragons. He studied under 
the great master, . Li Yih, and after 
studying three years and spending 
ten thousand dollars, found that the 
knowledge was of no practical use 
whatsoever! 

“I believe it wasn't time lost. 
He did learn’ sword-work, 
grace and skill and bravery, 
and had a lot of mental 
discipline in the process. 
And if he had gone in 
for acting, he wouldn't 
have had to mourn 
so much.” 


Those who have watched Keye act and 
have studied his characters on the screen 
think it almost assured he will become a star, 
and an Oriental-type actor of the first rank 
—the first since the heyday of the vanished 
Sessue Hayakawa. Probably there won't be 
any completely Chinese films in this land 
for decades to come.

should be played. If a golf club's 
happiness involves an_ inordinate 
amount of turf digging. no one (ex- 
cept the greens committee) should 
interfere.

When 
the queen dropped from West, a 
small club was led and ruffed. Now 
all that was necessary was to draw 
three rounds of trumps, leaving East 
with the thirteenth, and to run 
clubs till he trumped in. Nothing 
could be more simp}, but the ex- 
pert declarer fretted himself into 
quite a state over the danger of the 
trumps breaking four and_ two, 
which would mean that a defender 
would still. have a trump when he 
had none. So he embarked on a 
cross-ruff plan. Even this would 
not have been fatal except that he 
chose to ruff out his losing heart 
before leading two rounds of spades. 
East ruffed the second spade and 
led a trump. effectively spiking the 
declarer’s guns. 

For years I have maintained a 
technical staff to answer the hun- 
dreds of letters received daily ask- 
ing for information and advice. Un- 
usually knotty problems are brought 
to me for final decision. And if I 
find myself between the devil and 
the sea I take pride in the most 
graceful or the most adroit extrica- 
tion I can find. 

My record as an artful dodger was 
completely spoiled, however, when 
an associate recently brought me the 
following question, hardly troubling 
to hide his fiendish anticipatory 
glee:

way—and what a lot they had to say to 
each other in the midst of all that Eng- 
lish primness where he spent his youth. 

All of which is told you in order to 
overcome that awful feeling you must 
have had about him if you saw him play 
only the terrible Murdstone in “David 
Copperfield,” or the cold Karenin in 
“Anna Karenina.” For if you ever met 
anybody who isn’t like Murdstone or like 
Karenin, it’s Basil Rathbone. 

Here is just a natura! born screen ido! 
who is being camouflaged behind the 
Murdstones and Karenins on the screen. 

“But because I played Murdstone in a 
manner they thought good, they alse had 
me play Karenin.” he said 

“Not that I care to be what's technical- 
ly Known as a screen idol,” said Rath. 
bone. ‘But I do want to play a part in 
which I can express something that 
seems native to my thoughts and feelings, 
my experiences, training and tempera- 
ment. 

“Maybe you are a potential Murd- 
stone.” we suggested. 

“Who ‘slays the little baby tor the 
coral on its neck eh?” grinned Basil. 
“Well, I was never placed in Murdstone’s 
shoes, but I cannot imagine myself hating 
a child hke David. I’m sure David and 
I could have talked it all over together. 
And I think we'd have had a laugh—if at 
nothing else, at the kind of hats we 
wore!”

he wants to be. able to bring wide hu- 
manness to his role. For instance, there 
was the role of Pontius Pilate, which he 
played in “The Last Days of Pompeii.” 
There at last, he said, was a part he could 
get his teeth into, because, despite its 
traditional stigma, it was humanely 
written. 


“Imagine,” he exclaimed, “a Pontius 
Pilate, humorous, decadant, bored, face 
to face with the greatest crisis of the 
world’s history when he faces Christ! 


“The role was superbly written, not a 
big part, but a fine one. ‘Let me read 
the script,’ I said, when they offered me 
the role. When I finished reading it I 
could see all its possibilities and what a 
tremendous characterization it would be. 
‘Whatever they offer me to play it, let 
me do it,’ I told my agent. 

“I feel that the two finest parts I have 
ever had were short ones—Robert 
Browning in “The Barretts of Wimpole 
Street,’ and this Pontius Pilate. You 
see Browning only three times in the 
‘Barretts’ play, yet you imagine you have 
seen him all through it. The actor who 
plays that part could be bad and audi- 
ences would still like him. A very dif- 
ferent part which I liked playing was an 
army captain in ‘A Feather in Her Hat,’ 
a whimsical, merry soul.” 

Despite the wide diversity of these 
roles, Rathbone feels he is limited. 

“A face like mine definitely limits one,” 
he said ‘It is long, thoughtful and 
thin. It cannot be gross, for instance, 
nor yet weakly romantic. 

“For instance, I am a bad person to 
play Romeo, although I had five years 
of excellent Shakespearean training. If 
the play were done in complete dark- 
ness, I would give a good Romeo be- 


cause I would do it with my voice. But 
with lights on I would be licked. I'll 


tell you why. When Romeo comes on 
he is a lover. My fight with the audience 
is to convince them that I am a rather 
‘ -anab! rer? The . ke - le f ~* 
incapable person ley take a look a 
me and feel that I could probably cope 
with the situation.” 


S PEAKING of Shakes- 
peare, Rathbone is enthusiastic as to the 
bard himself, but doubtful as to the ac- 
tors when it comes to putting Shakes- 
peare on the screen. 


Basil Rathbone— halt

“Shakespeare 
lends himself to 
the screen,” he 
said. “There is 
much better pic- 
ture continuity 


in Shakespeare 

than in any modern play. And the ma- 
terial is pure screen. Could anybody 
write a more perfect ghost story than 
‘Hamlet?’ And in the midst of a mur- 
der mystery, too. But there’s the 
Shakespeare language; there’s the rub. 
The difficulty would be in casting. How 
many actors can really read Shakes- 
peare? I don’t think anybody who 
hasn’t played Shakespeare knows what 
he is up against when he tries to play a 
role. I will guarantee to speak any 
Shakespeare more naturally than any ac- 
tor, however capable, who hasn't played 
him, because he won't know what to do 
with the words. You can’t just pick it 
up and read it. It doesn’t read like that. 
You can be casual about Lonsdale and 
Coward, but there’s nothing casual about 
Shakespeare. His plays weren't casual 
plays about casual people. 

“If the screen in producing Shakes- 
peare will only stick to tradition! I often 
hear this said: ‘We are going to do away 
with tradition in Shakespeare. All that 
business is so unnatural.’ How do they 
know it’s unnatural? The colossal con- 
ceit of people! That means that all the 
great ones of the past knew nothing. Can 
you do away with tradition in music and 
painting? Then why in writing? They 
say, We are going to do away with the 
standards of the past, build new stand- 
ards So they know as much as all that, 
do they? 

“TI hate to hear people talking that way 
about taking the great ones’ life work 
and throwing it out of the window.”

A MIDSUMMER 
NIGHT’S DREAM” was the first play 
which Rathbone ever saw 
“I was about 11,” he explained. “But 
I had wanted to be an actor before that. 
Perhaps the reason was that | always 
heard a great deal about the theater, 
partly due to the fact that my grand. 
father was a great friend of Sit Henry 


breakfast. So do they. 
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Irving. Then, too, my father’s cousin, 
Sir Frank Benson, was a well known 
actor. I had been brought up in an 
atmosphere of the arts, my uncles being 
poets and painters and sculptors, and 
there was a great love of music on both 
sides of the family. .But my father put 
me into business when I left school, 
However, at the end of a year I walked 
out of the office and joined the Benson 
company, telling my father <bout it after- 
ward. I got a pound a week.” 

Afterward came triumphs on the stage 
in London and New York, so that the 
Rathbone name is well known to all 
theatergoers of England and this coun- 
try. 

We talked ot everything, the World 
War, Hollywood, pictures. 

Speaking of the World War, Rathbone 
won a decoration for a daylight patroling 
of German territory. 

“I presented my idea to my command- 
ing officer,” he related. “‘You see, dir, I 
urged, ‘at night both lines are alert and 
wary. But after stand-down in the 
morning, we relax, clean up and have 
We don’t ex- 
pect to see a German patrol out by 
daylight, and neither do they.’ My officer 
was an open-minded man. He listened 
to me, and permitted me to make my 
experiment. I was dreadfully frightened 
when the time came. Two of us went 
out together. But we were successful. 
We located several German posts, and 
they were demolished by our gunners.” 


R aTHBONE doesn’t 
care a tinker’s darn for the Hollywood 


climate. He prefers the English damp- 
ness. But he loves the spirit of this 
country. “In California,” he said, “when 
it doesn’t rain, and the sun shines every 
day, people say, ‘Oh, this is a good year!’ 
Why is it a good year when everything 
is burned up? The sky is colorless and 
the earth and foliage scorched. As for 
swimming in my pool at Christmas, I 
don’t want to be able to! I think the 
idea is revolting. And I like the leaves 


to come off the trees when it’s time. I 
like the change of seasons.” 

Then we talked of his Irish blood. 

“I'm less English than most English- 
men,” he averred. “I never was happy 
in England... The reason? Well, I’m an 
enthusiastic person. I come of an en- 
thusiastic Irish family on my mother’s 
side. What I like I like very much, and 
I am likely to speak about it and express 
myself. But I found in England that 
what seemed the wrong thing to do was 
the natural thing for me. I haven't got 
the repression and restraint which has 
made the English the great race they are. 
The fact that Sir Anthony Eden ts fa- 
mous for being able to sit and look like 
the most charming man you ever met, 
while you don’t know a thing he ts 
thinking—that's what makes England. 

“I realized on returning to England 
from this country that expressing one- 
self freely overt there isn't thought of; it’s 
bad manners. In fact it's that awful 
thing—‘it isn’t done!’ I] thought, ‘Have 
I changed?’ Then I realized I was the 
same, and ! wasn’t at all happy over 
there. I found after weeks and months 
that I was no nearer the English than 
I had been at first. 

‘Over here, on the other hand, I have 
lots of friends. You can get so much 
closer to people here. I have no difficulty 
in making contacts. But in England— 
well, I just cannot put on that some. 
thing. But, thank Heaven, I don't have 
to. They have to. They live there!”

‘Little Devil of the Met’ of Thirty Years 
Ago Brings to Radio a Charm Which 
the Years Have Failed to Touch

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A DIMINUTIVE, 
smartly garbed 


woman of unfathomable age, with red 
hair, dancing black eyes, and a smile that 
is (even to persons who have never been 
to Vienna) Viennese, created a sensation 
as she stepped out on the stage of Co- 
lumbia’s radio playhouse to sing “Kiss 
Me Again” on her debut in the “Lavender 
and Old Lace” show. 
Creating a sensation is no new sensa- 
tion to Fritzi Scheff. She began to create 
sensations more than three decades ago, 
and has been at it ever since with a fire 


that wouldn’t, simply wouldn’t, turn to 
cinders. 

The miracle of Fritzi’s first radio 
series is that, to the average listener, 
her voice is a new one. sparkling with 
fresh glamour. But then, there is that 
quality about Fritzi, her charm is of the 
variety which is ever young and new and 
vital—while singing the songs which she 
made popular years ago to another 
audience. ;

were present in the Columbia radio play- 
house left exclaiming incredulously over 
the fact that Fritzi of the radio, an en- 
trancing figure on the modernistic stage 
before the microphone, seemed every bit 
as youthful and vivacious as she had in 
the days when Diamond Jim Brady sat 
in the front row and cheered her per- 
formances as prima donna of Victor Her- 
bert operettas 

Fritzi—with an  intriguingg question 
mark over Her years—cannot define the 
reason that she is even younger than 
youth. Perhaps the extreme reverses ot 
fortune that came upon her after one of 
. the greatest successes the theater has 
ever known kept Fritzi on her toes. Un- 
like many others who knew a failing of 
fame and fabulous fortune, Fritzi con- 
tended with hardship as buoyantly and 
tactfully as she had contended with suc- 
cess. She rode in street cars instead 
of limousines—but with exactly the same 
charm! 

She shines out now as a rarely lovely 
person who has triumphed-over all the 
obstacles of life, and retained all the vi- 
tality and spunk which first earned her 
the tag of “little devil of the Metropol- 
itan” back in 1900. 


T ints immortal little 


F RITZI, nurtured in 


Vienna, the city of musicians, made her 
opera debut at 18 as Juliet, in Frankfort. 
It was rare for a diva to be anywhere 
near as young as the Juliet of the story. 
It was rare for a diva to be so beau- 
tiful. And so, for the first time Fritzi 
created a sensation. 


Thence to the Royal Opera House in 
Munich to sing Marguerite in “Faust,” 
and a long repertoire of operas. The year 
was 1899. The applause which followed 
her wherever she sang cemented her 
fate. Fritzi Scheff, 18 years old, was a 
great singer, as beautiful and enchanting 
as she was artistic. 

At this time she met and fell in love 
with Baron von Bardeleben, a young 
officer of a Prussian regiment. It was 
difficult for Fritzi, so young, to make the 
mature choice between devotion to love 
or work. A force greater than her own 
romantic inclinations kept Fritzi at work. 


She was torn away from the young 
officer to sing command performances at 
Windsor Castle, England, and to trave! 
to places far away from von Bardeleben’s

Gluskin’s weekly programs have 
the flavor of foreign cities and the 
sophistication of continental con- 
noisseurs. 


Ask Lud Gluskin about his 
musical background and his rub- 
bing elbows with royalty, and he 
waves it away with a twist of his 
graceful hand, as if it were some 
sound of blatant music. 

“I didn’t do any studying. Never 
had any instructors. Musical back- 
ground? It’s a lot of hokum. I 
was just a drummer in a band after 
the war. I saw a chance of doing 
something with a good band in 
Europe at that time. So I went 
over with some boys—and that 
was that.” 

The 12 years Gluskin spent in 
captivating European dance lovers 
took in a lot of territory. 


When he played for the Prince 
of Wales he had an unusual exper!- 
ence. 


“He started to dance and didnt 
stop,” recalled Lud. “Thought our 
boys were hot. And, you know, 
when a prince is dancing the or- 
chestra. can’t end the number. He's 
got to do it. We got pretty tired 
but kept up with him.” 

The Duke and Duchess of York 
swapped autographs with Gluskin. 
The Queen of Rumania made him 
play her favorite number, “Tea for 
Two,” over and over again. 

All this affected him little. The 
thing he is proudest of is his birth- 
place—New York City, where he 
was born 36 years ago—even 
though he did have to make his 
success in Europe before he could 
come to American radio as a dis- 
tinguished figure in the realm of 
popular music. 

Gluskin was an aviator in the 
war. Give another radio artist that 
experience and he would never stop 
talking about it. Ask Lud about it 
and he remarks casually, “No, don’t 
play that up. I wasn’t very brave.” 

He isn’t even quite sure how 
many men are in his orchestra. 

“I don’t count ‘em,” he says, “I 
Girect ’em.”

Earle 
said that the five men had given 
their lives fighting for the New 
Deal. Most all the speakers 
struck the same note—that the 
massacre marked the death of 
old republican methods and the 
birth of a greater era in Pennsyl- 
vania politics. 

After priests had pronounced 
absolution over the bodies, and 
the coffins had been lowered in 
the graves at St. Patrick’s Cath- 
olic church at McAdoo, a group 
of widows and other bereaved 
relatives rushed to Margiotti and 
Earle and shouted: 

“If you don’t send these mur- 
derers to the electric chair we'll 
kill them ourselves!” 

On November 14 the state po- 
lice announced that thirteen sticks 
of dynamite had been found in 
Joseph Bruno’s home, and that 
Joe’s brother, Philip and Philip’s 
son Arthur, 18, had been arrest- 
ed. That same day they took into 
custody Anthony Orlando, a son- 
in-law of the dethroned dictator. 

Separate trials were granted the 
seven accused men. Former Judge 
C. E. Berger appeared as defense 
counsel, but later withdrew, and 
former Judges John B. Stevens 
and H. C. Bechtel took charge of 
the case for the Brunos. Albert 
L. Thomas, of Meadville, was 
named special prosecutor, and 
James J. Gallagher, of Mahanoy 
City, became his assistant. 

Joseph Bruno went on trial in 
Pottsville on January 6, 1935, for 
the murder of Frank Fiorilla. Five 
indictments had been found 
against the accused man, one for 
each homicide. A jury of ten men 
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and two women was eventually 
selected. 

The defendant openly snicker- 
ed and sneered as the common- 


wealth presented its version of, 


the massacre. Special Prosecu- 
tor Thomas described the mur- 
dered Fiorilla as an innocent, 
harmless citizen who had been 
“breathing the fresh air of the 
village streets” when he was ruth- 
lessly shot down. Thomas told 
the jury that nine exploded rifle 
Shells had been found under a 
rug in a bedroom of the Bruno 
home. 

Chief of the County Detectives 
Louis D. Buono testified that he 
sniffed the barrel of the machine 
gun found in the house and that 
it smelled of burned powder. He 
said that the defendant was in 
the house when he arrived, and 
that the other six prisoners ac- 
cused in the killings were also in 
the house. 

Mrs, Mary Kremsavage testi- 
fied that she knew the shots had 
come from Joseph Bruno’s home, 
because she had seen them. Sam- 
uel Mascarelli said he saw the de- 
fendant with a gun in his hand 
firing from a window. Frank 
Dragonet said he had heard Bru- 
no say, earlier in the day, “We'll 
get them when they pass by to- 
night—one by one.” 

Mrs. Jennie Tortanessi testified 
that she saw Bruno firing from a 
window and that she shouted to 
him, “For why you shoot. poor 
people?” In the midst of her 
testimony she jumped up in the 
witness stand and cried at the 
defendant, “Shame on you!” She 
said she had also seen Philip Bru- 
no at the same window, firing at 
the election eve paraders.

The defense opened January 


21. Bruno’s lawyers described the 
parade as a frenzied mob which 


was shouting “Down with the 
Brunos!” and _ threatening all 
manner of things. Mrs. Ange- 
line Forke, sister-in-law of one of 
the victims, but also a sister of 


_Anthony Orlando, one of the sev- 


en accused, took the stand for 
the defense and testified that the 
paraders had been a hostile mob 
carrying clubs and stones. She 
contradicted prosecution wit- 
nesses who had stated that there 
had been children in the _ torch- 
light procession. 


Another witness, William Chev- 
insky, swore that he had seen 
Joseph Bruno’s house being fired 
upon. Various others also told 
the same story. Mrs. Frank Bru- 
no asserted that Dan McdAloose, 
son-in-law of Fiorilla, had fired 
the shots. Relatives of the Bru- 
ngs insisted that the people in 
the Joseph Bruno house had been 
praying, that there had been 
stones thrown from outside, and 
Shots fired. They also testified 
that the defendants had been 
telephoning at the time of the 
shooting. 

Three slips of paper were of- 
fered in evidence to back up Bru- 
no’s alibi. They were supposed 
to prove that he had been talk- 
ing on the telephone at the time 
of the ecrime—9:08 p. m., 9:16 and 
9:17. A telephone operator said 
that three calls had been put 
through for the state police and 
the sheriffs, but she could not 
say whether a man or woman 
had made the calls at the Bruno 
home, 

Bruno took the stand in his 
own defense on January 28. He 
denied having had any part in 
the massacre. “I did not shoot,” 
he said emphatically.
